OBJECT TO LAND LOTTERIES. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—That there 
is not unanimous approval of the pres- 
ent method of disposing of reservation 
public lands by lottery was made evi- 
dent in the Senate today, when Sen- 
ators Gore of Oklahoma and Burkett 
of Nebraska protested against the 
adoption of this method in the ale 
of unallotted lands in the Rosebud 
Indian reservation in South Dakota. 

The question was sprung by Mr. 
Gore in consideration of the Rosebud 
land sale bill Mr. Gore offered an 
amendment permitting applications for 
the land to be made by registered 
mail instead of requiring a persona! 
registration on the ground. In present- 
ing the amendment, Mr. Gore said the 
present system Was inconvenient and 
expensive and had the effect of cut- 
ting out people who should be per- 
mitted to enter the lands. 

Mr. Burkett criticised the present 
system in unmeasured terms. He told 
of the crowding of the trains and the 
insufficient accommodations in frontier 
towns on the occagicn of recent open- 
ings, which, he said, had been marked 
by much crime and b hed. 

Senators Gamble and Crawford of 
South Dakota defended the ent 
method as the best obtainable. Mr. 
Gamble declared that Mr. Burkett had 
drawn on nis imagination when he 
had charged crime in connection with 
recent openings. 

After a mild filibuster, the bill was 
paseed.

The tragedy of barrenness, grim,

A SAD CONFESSION. 

Every step of the case brought forth 
more melancholy features yesterday. A 
pale, brown-eyed young woman occu- 


pied a seat in one corner of the court- 


room. She appeared to pay little at- 
tention to the trial, but her eyes were 
constantly on one of the little figures, 
swathed in blankets. She never took 
her eyes from that bundle untl her 
name was called. Then she stepped to 
the witness stand without a tremor. 
The dark eyes were almost defiant, the 
head was tilted just a little, and be- 
tween her parted lips the words came 
as though sobbed from the depths of 
her soul. 

There in the presence of the scores 
who attended the trial she made the 
most terrible comfession that woman 
can make. She admitted being the un- 
married mother of one of the babies. 
She said her name is Hilda Linquist. 
that she is a Swede, 26 years of age. 
She testified that her father is dead 
and her mother lives tn the old coun.- 
try. She swore that the child's father 
is Carl Jordan, an engineer living at 
San Pedro. “We are engaged and ex- 
pect to be-married soon,” she testified. 
The court asked her if she wanted the 
child sent to a home, and after a few 
minutes’ consideration she said that 
she wanted the baby for her own, and 
did not want to let it go again. “Have

PROPOSES MUNICIPAL ABATTOIR 
TO STOP “CORNERS.” 


Arouses tho Interest of Or. 
Gibbons and Subject May Be Put. 
Before Board of Health—Littie 
Butcher at Big Packer's Mercy, He 
Says. 


— U —— — 


A municipal abatto'r to prevent a 
recurrence of the meat corner and high 
prices is the proposal of Hon. Joe 
Margolis, kosher/ butcher and now 
Goo-Goo votary. He presented his 
ideas to Dr. Sherwin Gibbons, that 
Ajax of the Heazlih Board, yesterday. 
and the impetuous doctor thinks they 
have merit. 

Margolis points out that the little 
butcher is at the mercy of the big 
packer because he must take his cat- 
tle there for killing. 

“And very often,” says Joe, “they 
will turn us away with a flat refusal 
to kill at all at any price. I myself 
have paid switching charges on two 
carloads of cattle when they have been 
refused. I too, myself, have paid $4 
a head and thrown in the vide, worth 
$8.75 itself, to get my steers killed.” 
His proposal is to expend $50,000, 
more or less, ip tie construction of 
an abattoir where any one may have 
his cattle slaughtered. He seys there 
are scores of small butchers who can- 
not provide their own plants, and that 
they are at the mercy of those who 
have siaughtering places with govern- 
ment inspection. 

“If the presence of this municipal 
abattoir foreed the others to reduce 
the killing charges and accommodate 
all the butchers, it would be worth 
more than its cost to the ple if 
never a beef is slaughtered in it. It 
will represent no expense when idle, 
and if it is kept busy it will make 
money. But ite principal usefulness 
will be to provide an open slaughter- 
ing facility for all butchers alike, and 
then we will not be told to eat our 
cattle alive when the big packers 
have all they can do,” said Margolis. 

Dr. Gibbons received the suggestion 
as worthy of consideration, and may 
bring it before the Board of Health. 
It in understood the large packers may 
at any time refuse to kill for others, 
and in this way force the sale of their 
own products at whatever price they 
fix. It is this control that, in a way. 
works the increase of prices, accord- 
ing to the smalier butchera There 
may be an abundance of cattle ready 
for the sledge and knife, but the little 
butcher has no place to kill them. And 
if he had it would de difficult to run 
a small place, as government inspec- 
— is necessary and would be expen- 
sive.

Such conditions prevail on all the great arteries of 
local travel from 5 o'clock in the afternoon till late 
in the evening; and often the jam begins earlier 
in the day.

UNT CARRIE IN BUTTE. | 


It is always more or less worth whilé to be 
in Butte, Mont. When, however, we read yester- 
days paper a paraphrase of Browning leaped be- 
fore us with the abandon of spontaneity, and we 
said: Oh, to be in Butte, now that Carrie Na- 


tion’s there!” 


Butte, as is well known, is the “greatest mining 
camp on earth.” It is not only that, but it is the 
greatest saloon “dump” between the two oceans or 
any other oceans. There are several saloons in 
Butte the doors of which have not been locked, 
week days or Sundays, day or night, for upwards 
of twenty years.’ Nobody remembers when there 
was a key in existence for the doors of any of 
them. The nearest approach to a temperance or- 
| ganization ever known in Butte was a Saenger- 
bund society in which nothing stronger than beer 


was allowed at the meetings. 


This, then, is the town where Aunt Carrie Nation 
4s at present domiciled. This is the historic hill of 
holes where the champion hatchet woman of the 
world is abroad on the frozen highways. At every 
corner of every street is a saloon, and there are 
hundreds of streets, all provided with corners, in 


Butte. Were Aunt Carrie to be turned loose to 
smash as she would, without interruption or moles- 
in a year a day. | 

Once there was a family in the East which had 
decided to remove to Butte, and the night before 
leaving the old home a member of the household 
was heard to wind up her prayers by saying: “And 
now 


„God, we are going to Butte.” While 


good-by 
it is hardly likely that Aunt Carrie made any inter- 
pellations of that kind in her prayers, we'll under- 
take to say that she won't make great headway 
with her hatchet where she is now, but we have no 
doubt she will be welcomed to Butte. The men 
who work in the copper mines drink a good deal 


of liquor in the belief that they could not other- 


wise stand the fierce torture of the work they do 
; or the abominable climate overground, 
but they have kindly hearts. And they love humor. 

Aunt Carrie will be a relief and a refreshment to 
them, and we haven't the slightest doubt that she 
will be often invited to take a drink herself. 

In the meantime, if Carrie decides to lecture, as 
she doubtless will— that being the object of her 
crusade—she will have dollars thrown into her 
bonnet in Butte where she wouldn't get pennies in 
Kansas. A Butte miner cares as little for a dol- 
lar as a modern farmer cares for a peck of oats. 
Somebody must have told her about Butte. Her 
gate receipts for the first night will add more to 
her. bank account than an entire summer crusade 
in the Middle West would do. 


HINING LIGHTS—MUNICIPAL OWN- 
S ns ERSHIP. 
People not obfuscated by theories, dreams and 


fads had long observed that continuity of manage- 
ment was generally necessary, to make a business 


These changes disturb the current movement of an 
| enterprise in the tenor of its way, disturb the 
minds of faithful servants intent on doing their 
duty, beget mistakes on the part of the manager 
‘and generally arrest the prosperous career of the 
given enterprise. Municipal ownership, being nec- 
essarily political ownership, must always result i 

frequent changes, in violent disturbances of th 

| management of every enterprise held under the city 
authorities; and no business, large or small, could 
be so successful with these frequent changes of 
managers and management as if there was a con- 
tinuity of these, with the same policy well under- 
stood by all employés, heads of departments and 
| those under them. 

We have had here for some years a municipal 
enterprise conducted by the municipal authorities 
of Los Angeles. We refer to the business of dis- 
tributing water for various purposes to those who 
dwell here and do business here. Here was a little 
rush-light of experience whieh, the dreamers 
thought, set off in the most beautiful manner the 
wisdom and propriety of their municipal-ownership 
notion. There was an excellent basis for this ac- 
tion. The city owned the water. It was at our 
doors and only had to be piped out to the doors 
of those who ted it. Later on, when there was 
an apparent danger of the supply being too small 
to meet the wants of the rapidly growing city, the 

t enterprise of bringing the Owens River to 
Fax halos. 240 miles, at a cost of $23,000,000, 
was undertaken under the management of the mu- 
nicipal authorities. ; 

There would be much basis for such reasoning 
were we only assured that the same policy would 
be pursued in the future as in the past in relation 
to the water company and to any other enterprise 
undertaken by the municipality. There has been 
absolute continuity of management in the Water 


Board from its beginning, and the same in the 


building of the great conduit as in the handling of 
the water supply we have already. At the head 
of the enterprise were men of conspicuous success 
in the management of their own business. They 
were men of proved integrity. One of the prin- 
cipal elements of succegs in these affairs of the 
water company is found in the person of the chief 
engineer, who is responsible for nearly all the 
practical management of the enterprise and of the 
success which has been achieved. William Mul- 
holland, if let alone, could and would attend to all 
the affairs of this great enterprise just as if he 
were the head of a railroad company trained to 
the business and with a thorough grasp thereof. 

Gen. M. H. Sherman was one of the chief origina- 

tors of the great project of bringing the Owens 
River to Los Angeles. Without a cent of remuner- 
ation he devoted a great part of his time and all 
of his great business talents and the experience of 
a considerable lifetime in the most devoted way to 
this part of the city’s business.

One of the most forceful presentments of 
the accelerating growth of Los Angeles is fur- 
nished by the discomfort of street-car travel ak 
the present time. It is no longer a question of 
seats, at the busy hours of the day; it is a ques- 
tion of straps. Women surge and reel up and 
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upon William Mulholland or to wag their tongues 
against Gen. Sherman. So under the administra- 
tion of notoriously bad men (from the Goo-Goo 
point of view) the affairs of the water company 
went on under one continuous management 
through all these years. The people said: “Let 
well enough alone.” 

Now comes an abrupt break in the management 
of the Los Angeles city water company. The good 
people, the wise people, the patriotic saints, the 
philosophic statesmen, from the top of their self- 
constructed pedestals have looked down upon the 
management of the water company with power to 
change whatever they saw fit. Change is of the 
very essence of their philosophy and statesman- 
ship. So the changes must come. 

It is an excellent thing for some people to be 
able to act without the existence of any power on 
earth to make them give reasons for their actions. 
The Goo-Goo government “viewed with alarm” the 
presence of Gen. Sherman upon the Water Board, 
They invited him to resign, and, while he did not 
invite them to take a trip to supertropical regions, 
he refused to take the orders given him. But a 
change must be made or your Goo-Goos would be 
slow of action and derelict of duty. So the com- 
petent, devoted member of the Water Board was 
incontinently “fired.” When asked why, our excel- 
lent Mayor, the head and front of Goo-Gooism, 
with its policies so difficult to understand, so im- 

to explain, took refuge in the statement 
that he was instructed by the City Attorney that 
it was not necessary for him to give any reasons 
for his action. Happy Mayor, in thus being deliv- 
ered from the necessity of choosing between the 
horns of a sharp dilemma!

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THE NEW COMET. 
A John the Baptist of the Skies. 


BY WILLIAM H. KNIGHT. 

Thé new comet which suddenly appeared in our 
evening skies a few days ago is the most conspic- 
uous one that has been seen since the great comet 
of 1882. But it is rapidly receding from us and 
will become fainter and fainter on each succeeding 
evening till it can only be seen with telescopic aid. 
It is a sort of John the Baptist comet, heralding 
the approach of a far greater and grander object, 
Halley’s comet, which Will come to maked-eye vis- 


ibility in about a month and remain a notable fea- 


ture in our heavens for many weeks. 

The new comet came up from behind the sun 
and was seen in the southern hemisphere in the 
morning hours more than a week It was first 
described by Astronomer T. R. A. Innes at Johan- 
nesburg, formerly secretary of the Cape Observa- 
tory, and would be known by his name but for the 
fact that was first seen by a layman. As it

. comparatively small comet, otherwise it 
would have blazed out with magnificent splendor 
after being subjected to the intense heat which it 
received while at perihelion. 

The comet shines not only by the light of the 
sun’s rays, but also by its Pe Mam splendor, for 
the close approach to the sun has roused its dor- 
mant energies. While careering far out in dis- 
tant ce, the gases, carbon, hyd , nitrogen, 
etc., ich were mingled with its loosely aggre- 
gated meteoritic fragments, were frozen by the 
zero temperature of interstellar space. On near 
approach to the sun these gases were suddenly and 
explosively expanded, stimulating chemical action 
and setting up electrical currents, resulting in 
fierce internal commotions; and when the infinitely

Massachusetts Man Here to Pick Up 
Clew Lost in Northern City—Using 
Money Received in Settiement of 
. Alienation Suit to Find His Boy to 
Take Him Home. 


Arthur G. Bartlett of Worcester, 
Mass. who recently sued George W. 
Knowlton, the millionaire straw hat 
manufacturer of West Upton, for $50.- 
00, for alleged alienation of his wife's 
“ffections. is in Los Angeles trying to 
ente his wife and obtain possession 
his 13-year-old son, Lloyd. The 
mother took the boy from the juris- 
Siction of the Massachusetts court 
after having been denied a divorce on 
fhe grounds of cruelty. 

On November 19, Knowlton settled 
the Bartlett suit out of court, and since 
m obtained funds, Hartiett, who is 
othervise a poor man, has been using 
every effort to trace his wife and ob- 
tain possession of the boy. 

Mrs dartiett was first traced’ to 
Spokane and fron mere the trail led 
to San Francisco, where it was lost. 
“T will never give up the search,” 
solid Bartlett last night. “My wife 
first obtained a divorce from me by 
decres: nist and after I had looked into 
the metter my attorneys moved that 
the dccree be not made absolute. The 
court ruled in my favor and the de- 
cree Was set aside. 

“When I began to make investiga- 
tions Mrs. Bartlett was sent to Spo- 
kane and I was left without word as 
to her whereabouts. Her own mother 
was in ignorance of where she had 
gone. I will search till I find her. Then 
I will take the boy. if I have to steal 
him, back to Massachusetts, where the 
court will protect me.“

fection suit filed against Knowiton it 
Was aileged that ise manufacturer, 

who is nearly 70 years of age, had 
watched the Bartlett couple grow up 
together. Both were employed at one: 
time in his factories and from January | 
1, 1908, to Nevember of the same year, | 
it is alleged that Mrs. Bartlett and 
Knowlton met habitually in a cottage 
near the factory. 

When Bartlett's investigations, | 
brourht about by her suit for divorce, 
uneart ed evidence of this relation, 
Mrs. Bartlett was sent to Spokane at 
once, in lte of the fact that the 
Judge who heard the case in the first 
mee had urged her to return to her 
.hoshband.

read and While Here on His Way to 

New York Chats About Conditions 


and Demands of the American Em- 
ployees,

Near W. Taft. brother of the Pres- 
est. and a well-known attorney of 
Nen York City, arrived at the Alex- 
Andria yesterday. He came directly 
from the capital city of Mexico, where 
he spent a week looking after legal 
interests of the Mexican National 
Railroad. His wife and a niece, Miss 
Mary Stranahan of St. Albans, Vt., 
accompany him on the trip, and it is 
for the benefit of the health of the 
former that Mr. Taft conented to stop 
for a few days in Los Angeles. : 

He conversed last evening about the 
brewing strike of conductors and en- 
gineers on the Mexican railways. The 
Rituation between the officials of the 
Taliroad company and the employés, 
who are practically all Americans, 
has become acute, and when I left 
Mexico City, it was feared that the 
strike might be precipitated at any 
Moment. 

“The cause of the strike is not dis- 
Satisfaction on account of wages, or 
heures, but is rather caused by the 
fact that the American workmen fear 
that the Mexican government intends 
to supplant them with Mexican em- 
ployés, and further, that the Mexican 
@mployés are lacking in knowledge of 
their duties as engineers, conductors 
of brakemen, making them dangerous 
and hazardous risks on the road, not 
Only to the passengers, but to the 
American employés who are forced to 
work with them. 

“Since the Americans hold more 
than 80 per cent. of these positions, 
a strike on their part would mean ab- 
eelute tie-up of all National lines, 
and there is little doubt but that the 
atrike will finally be averted by com- 

ce with the desires of the Amer- 

s continuance in their positions 
strict regulations governing the 
employment of new men. This will 
imeure competent help on the road and 
Will finally result in one of the ablest 
working forces of any railroad in the 
world.”
